The  following  is  a report  on  School  Buildings  during  1923. 
At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a great  many  changes  will 
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have  been  made  as  a result  of  the  work  of  the  Architects  during 

the  summer  of  1923. 

LLANDYSSUL  AREA. 

Adpar  School. — Building  needs  re-colouring.  Dampness  needs 
attention.  Needs  extra  window  behind.  Pump 
out  of  order.  No  dry  earth  kept.

Water  needs 
analysis.  Extra  window  needed  behind.

Pennant. — Painted  1914.  Damp.  Playground  rough  and 
small. 

Aberayron  C.  of  E. — Re-painted  1921.  Needs  more  open 
windows.  Needs  plain  glass  in  windows. 

Aberayron  Council. — Painted  1916.  Damp.  Playground  is 
rough.  Porch  needs  cementing.  Needs  stove  in 
Main  Room. 

CiLCENNiN. — Playground  rough.  Pump  needs  protection.  Dry 
from  May  to  Christmas.  Glass  is  opaque. 

Cribyn. — Playground  rough.  Water  needs  analysis.  Shed  for 
emptying  buckets  should  be  used  no  longer. 

Felinfach. — Damp,  and  needs  re-painting.  Playground  rough. 
School  needs  better  cleaning. 

Gwenlli. — Plaster  falling.  Damp.  Playground  is  muddy. 

Pump  is  still  out  of  order.  Cleaning  is  done  badly. 
Heating  is  poor. 

Penlon. — Class  Room  wall  is  cracked.  Damp.  Water  should 
be  analysed.  Needs  window  in  back  wall.

New  Quay. — Damp  in  Infants’ Room.  Needs  painting.  Needs 
larger  windows. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  has  improved  considerably 
since  1919.  There  is,  however,  still  need  for  improvement, 
especially  in  the  lighting.  A number  of  schools  have  windows 
facing  the  children  and  not  at  their  backs.  The  result  is  that 
there  is  considerable  eye  strain  which  eventually  results  in 
defective  vision. 


Furniture. — There  are  still  a great  number  of  long  desks 
without  backs,  which  are  detrimental  to  the  physical  condition 
of  the  children. 

The  furniture  of  the  Schools  should  be  such  that  the  children 
are  comfortable  during  the  long  hours  which  they  have  to  sit 
in  School. 

Slates  are  gradually  disappearing,  but  I have  noticed  that 
in  some  instances  the  unhealthy  practice  of  spitting  on  the 
slates  for  cleaning  them  still  continues. 

Lavatories. — ^The  majority  of  the  Schools  are  supplied 
with  washing  basins,  but  the  absence  of  towels,  soap  and 
water  makes  the  presence  of  basins  superfluous. 

I would  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  amount 
of  school  requisites  heaped  together  on  window  sills,  ventilatiors 
and  cupboards.  These  should  be  placed  away  in  lockers  or 
cupboards  as  their  presence  about  the  School  results  in  the 
accumulation  of  dust  and  makes  the  School  untidy.  In  some 
Schools  garden  implements  will  be  found  in  the  School  Room. 

Offices. — ^The  majority  of  the  Schools  have  now  either  the 
dry  earth  system  or  buckets.  In  very  few  Schools,  however, 
is  dry  earth  kept,  so  that  the  scientific  principle  of  the  dry  earth 
system  is  lost. 

In  some  Schools  there  has  been  difficulty  in  the  disposal 
of  contents  of  buckets.  No  buckets  should  be  emptied  into  a 
stream  or  river.  If  no  ground  is  available,  a field  should  be 
hired  for  the  disposal  of  bucket  contents. 

Heating. — The  fire  places  in  some  large  rooms  are  placed 
at  one  end  so  that  heating  is  not  distributed  evenly  throughout 
the  room.  The  central  heating  of  Llanarth  is  still  very 
imperfect. 
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School  Cleaning.— This  is  clone  far  from  perfectly,  and 
in  the  instances  which  I have  pointed  out  are  done  very  poorly. 

Playgrounds. — Very  few  of  the  playgrounds  are  cemented 
or  asphalted.  In  wet  weather  many  of  them  are  muddy  and  wet, 
so  that  a great  deal  of  dirt  is  carried  into  the  School. 

Water  Supply. — I have  very  little  to  add  to  my  report 
of  1922. 

Routine  Medical  inspection.

The  reduction  in  the  total  numbers  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
a great  number  of  the  re-inspections  were  omitted  if  they 
suffered  from  carious  teeth  only. 

Uncleanliness. 

52  boys  and  261  girls  had  nits  and  vermin  of  hair  at  the 
routine  inspection,  while  18  boys  and  21  girls  had  dirty  bodies. 

Far  too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  presence  of  nits  in  the 
hair.  A nit  is  a potential  louse  and  not  attached  to  the  hair, 
unless  a louse  has  reached  the  head. 
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Scabies  and  body  vermin  was  not  found  to  any  great  extent 
amongst  the  school  children. 

It  is  not  pleasant  either  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  or 
Nurses  to  point  out  uncleanliness  to  parents. 

Vermin  causes  anaemia,  sores,  enlarged  glands,  and  for  these 
reasons  alone  every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  the  children 
clean. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  and  the  Nurses  should  have  the 
full  support  of  the  Education  Committee  and  the  parents  of 
clean  children  in  their  efforts  to  promote  personal  cleanliness  in 
School  as  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  clean  children  to  a great 
extent  that  these  efforts  are  made. 

No  legal  action  was  taken  during  the  year  against  the 
parents.  Any  cases  with  whom  the  Nurse  cannot  deal  are 
reported  to  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children. 

Nutrition. 

203  boys  and  117  girls  suffered  from  poor  nutrition. 

The  Scheme  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  which  has  been 
presented  to  the  Committee  and  which  has  been  received  very 
favourably  by  them  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  has  been  brought 
into  practice  in  several  Schools  in  the  County.  The  Scheme  was 
discussed  at  many  meetings  consisting  of  Teachers  and  Local 
Education  Committees. 

The  results  of  mid-day  meals  in  School  as  shown  at 
Rhydypennau,  Glandyfi,  Llancynfelin,  Tregaron  C.  of  E.  and 
Ysbytty  Ystwyth,  to  mention  only  five  of  the  Schools 
who  have  adopted  the  Scheme,  reward  fully  the  Committee  for 
the  time  spent  in  discussion.  I trust  that  before  next  winter 
every  School  area  will  have  its  canteen  Committee  who  will 
not  be  satisfied  with  a mid-day  meal  of  tea  and  bread  and 
butter  for  the  children  attending  School. 

Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

This  complaint  is  very  common  amongst  school  children. 
The  Scheme  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  has  been  approved  by 
your  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Education.  In  this  scheme 
the  School  Medical  Officer  will  do  the  surgical  work  and  Local 
Practitioners  will  act  as  Anaesthetists.  Only  the  children  of 
parents  who  are  necessitous  will  be  treated  in  this  way.  Those 
who  are  able  to  pay  are  expected  to  make  arrangements  for 
themselves. 
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Palpable  Cervical  Glands. 

419  boys  and  391  girls  suffered  from  enlarged  and  palpable 
glands.  These  were  due  to  carious  teeth,  enlarged  tonsils, 
dirty  heads,  impetigo,  and  other  septic  foci. 

19  boys  and  21  girls  suffered  from  external  eye  diseases 
such  as  Blepharitis,  Conjunctivitis,  etc.

Ear  Diseases. 

8 boys  and  15  girls  suffered  from  obstruction  due  to  wax 
and  3 boys  and  i girl  had  Ottorhoea. 

Teeth. 

308  boys  and  342  girls  had  less  than  4 decayed  teeth,  593 
boys  and  558  girls  had  more  than  4 decayed  teeth.  This  means 
that  86  per  cent,  of  the  total  children  at  routine  inspection  needed 
dental  treatment. 

If  the  Education  Committee  desire  to  improve  the  health 
of  the  School  child  a dental  scheme  whereby  every  school  child 
can  be  treated  should  be  put  into  practice  immediately. 

The  Scheme  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  was  submitted  on 
several  occasions,  but  has  not  yet  been  passed.

Of  the  26  who  attended,  17  were  suspicious  or  pending 
diagnosis,  4 had  non-active  diseases,  4 had  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  i non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Of  the  re-inspections,  72  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  and  ii  attended.  Of  this  ii,  7 had  suspicious  tuber- 
culosis or  were  pending  diagnosis,  i had  no  active  disease,  i had 
pulmonary-tuberculosis,  i non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.

The  following  change  has  been  made  in  the  Staff  since  my 
previous  Report 

Miss  C.  J.  Richards  has  resigned  and  Miss  M.  Williams 
was  appointed  in  her  place  to  work  in  the  Tregaron  District. 

The  following  Nursing  Associations  received  a grant  of 
£SO  per  Nurse  for  the  part-time  Health  Visiting  and  School 
Nursing  in  their  Districts. 

The  first  two  Nursing  Associations  have  two  Nurses,  and  the 
remainder,  one  Nurse-: — Lampeter,  Cardigan,  Llandyssul, 
Henllan,  Glandyfi,  Llechryd,  Rhydlewis,  New  Quay,  LlangranogI 
Aberporth,  Aberayron,  Llanafan,  Bow  StreeR  Borth. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  County  Council  decided  to  reduce 
the  grant  from  £50  to  £25  in  the  case  of  Nursing  Associations 
who  received  grants  from  Carmarthenshire  as  well  as  Cardigan- 
shire, Llanybyther  Nursing  Association  and  New  Castle 
Emlyn  terminated  their  agreement  with  the  County  Council 
and  the  Education  Committee. 

Lampeter  have  agreed  to  do  the  work  previously  done  by 
the  Llanybyther  Nurse  and  receive  a grant  of  £2^  for  the  extra 
travelling.
